kaiser would be buried at Doom. 
The "Old M an of Doom ,” who in 
nis time commanded the world's 
mightiest m ilitary machine, regard­ 
ed the ascendancy of Adolf Hitler 
to the leadership of the reich in 
1933 as ‘a step in the right direc- 
don.”

* T he governm ent's new authority to comm andeer 
production for national defense Lh a simple matter 
of putting first things first. 
It will be accepted on 
th a t basis as it is exerted. 
U nfortunately, few Americans are as well pre­ 
pared for priorities control as they should be. Their 
political leaders consistently have preached to them 
th a t it Is passible in the United States to perform 
miracles without sacrifices. 
Aa recently as his latest speech President Roose­ 
velt still was saying th a t social, gains would be m ain­ 
tained, a promise th a t m eant to moat of his country­ 
men th at the governm ent would continue to spend 
money at the sam e rate fpr its jx*t projects. 
While it may appear to persons m aking snap judg­ 
m ent th a t there Is enough arid to spare of everything 
in the United States to satisfy all ordinary demands, 
that, comfortable conclusion makes no allowance for 
shortages created by the unusual dem ands of national 
defense Conceivably, after years of detailed planning 
and accum lating reserves, the United S tates m ight 
be a b e to transform itself Into a m ilitary power 
without any inconvenience to civilians other than 
higher taxes. 
But the United States does not have 
years; it has m onths. 
It does not have tile reserves; 
it has only the need for reserves. 
In its own way 
and 
tor 
its 
own needs, this 
country m ust do w hat G erm any began to do eiglrt. 
years ago, w hat G reat B ritain was forced to do in 
dead earnest a year ago. w hat every country w ith a 
will to survive in a world th at has reverted to m ili­ 
tarism m ust do. Am ericans m ust subordinate their 
individual interests to the collective interest which 
c a ls for the most 
complete m ilitary 
preparations 
possible in Hie shortest time . The governm ent can ­ 
not be expected to do a good job unless its hands are 
untied. 


LET H HAVE IT NOW 
One of the rem arkable tilings about the fall of 
Fiance- when viewed by hindsight—is Hie fact that 
m ost Frenchm en thought it was impossible. 
They 
were taken completely by surprise. 
Chief reason for tills, according to those who saw 
what happened, was tile failure of the French press 
to Inlorm the public The governm ent's m istakes were 
not subject to discussion.

T here are two ways to keep this from happening 
In a dictatorship, the ruling regime is responsible 
for everything. It may or may not acquit itself of 
the responsibility, G erm any’s success m ust be m atched 
with Italy's failure. 
In a republic, the ultim ate rest­ 
ing point of responsibility is 1 the public, which m ust 
be kept Wert and inform ed by the press. 
In the United States, which has a strong trad i­ 
tion of a free press, there is a disposition right now 
to talk freely of things th a t are not going well with 
preparations for national defense. Because this Is 
inform ation some of Hie people would prefer not to 
hear, tlicy sometimes wonder w hether it m ight be 
better to suppress it. 
Americans have no place In their credo for post­ 
mortems. If there is bad news to be told, they’d prefer 
to heat it in time to do som ething about it.

quist of the U. S. Geological survey 
reported. Steel plants use water in 
coo ing processes. 
The Mahoning river at Leavitts­ 
burg, above Warren, flowed Monday 
at the rate 
of

cubic feet a 
second, agaiast an average year- 
round flow of 506 cubic feet. 
To conserve its diminishing sup­ 
ply the flow from Lake Milton res­ 
ervoir into the Mahoning was shut 
off completely Monday. The reser­ 
voir level was 16% feet below nor­ 
mal. The flow was resumed Tues­ 
day at a rate of 16.000.000 gallons 
daily, compared to its normal flow 
of 80,000,000 ga’Ions.

HLs own death came as he wished

birthday anniversary Jan. 27. 
Ready For Death 
At his bedside when he died were 
only a few close members of his 
family—his second 
wife, Princess 
Hermine; his daughter, the Duchess 
of Brunswick; and his grandsons. 
T/v.iis Ferdinand, Karl, and Franz 
Joseph, and the latter’s wife, Prin­ 
cess Henrietta. 
The first Kaiserin died April ll, 
1921. and was buried at Potsdam. 
The former emperor's eldest liv­ 
ing son and successor as head of 
the Hohcnzollern 
family, 
Crown 
Prince Friedrich Wilhelm, had been 
at his father's side earlier, but left 
late Inst week when the former 
kai'er seemed to rally.
